High School Boys to Hold Indoor Athletic 
Meet 

An indoor athletic meet open to all high 
schools in eastern Massachusetts will be 
held in the Case Memorial building, Febru- 
ary 20, 1926, at twoo’clock, All entries must 
be in by Saturday, February 13. 

The following high schools have signified 
their intentions to enter teams; — Amesbury, 
Haverhill, Hyde Park, Lawrence Evening 
High School, Lawrence High School, Lowell, 
Lynn Classical, Lynn English, Melrose, 
Punchard and Peabody. Several other high 
schools are trying to arrange to be in the 
competition; so it looks as though this 
year’s meeting will be larger than that of 
last year. 

The following is the order of events: — 
40-yard low hurdles, trials and semifinals; 
40-yard dash, trials and semifinals; 40-yard 
low hurdles, finals; 40-yard dash, finals; 
300-yard dash, trials; 600-yard run, finals; 
300-yard dash, final; 1000-yard run, final; 
relay races. ‘The field events will start off 
with the standing broad jump and the shot- 
put, to be followed by the high jump. There 
will be an exhibition relay race between 
Andover and Harvard Freshmen at the 
finish of the high school relay races. 

Gold, silver and bronze medals will be 
awarded to the winners of first, second and 
third places in each event; and, also, to each 
member of relay teams winning first, second, 
or third place. A silver shield will be given 
to the team scoring the greatest number of 
points. Points will be scored on the 5, 3, 1, 
basis. 

This meeting will be open to all members 
(under twenty-one years of age) of the high 
schools in eastern Massachusetts, and will be 
held under the rules of the Interscholastic 
Association of Amateur Athletes of New 
England. 

Each school may enter three men in each 
event, except in the 300 and 1000-yard 
races, in which events but two men from each 
school may compete. 

Heats will be run in the 600, and prizes 
will be awarded according to times made; 
first, second, third, and fourth man will be 
timed in each heat of this event. 

The meet will be held on the clay track, 
outdoor running shoes may be used. 

No team will be eligible to win the shield 
unless they are represented in the relay 
races. Points and prizes will be awarded by 
comparative times in this event; each team 
being timed. Five points will be given to 
the team making the best time and one-half 
point less for each succeeding team, 

A suitable lunch will be served at the 
school dining hall from 12 to 12.30. The 
manager of the meet must be notified as to 
the number desiring meals by Friday, Febru- 
ary 19, Tickets for the lunch must be se- 
cured at the Borden Gymnasium between 
11.30 and 12.30 on the day of the meeting.

Junior High School Interested in 
Changes in Library 


There is a saying that “nothing succeeds 
like success,” the truth of which the Me- 
morial Hall Library has experienced this 
past month. To its record use during 1925, 
it adds the record circulation for the month 
of January since its foundation. For home 
reading, it issued 4646 books, an increase of 
12 per cent over the number issued a year 
ago during January. Fifty new borrowers 
took cards. At Ballardvale, 671 books were 
issued. 

The record of books borrowed is only a 
part of the work done by the library. Nu- 
merous topics are looked up daily for both 
grown people and children, very man 

uestions answered, and much routine Woe 
done. Since every book issued means one 
brought back, just the physical handling of 
nearly ten thousand volumes is no small 
item. With shelves open to the public, there 
is endless straightening and arranging and 
putting away, so that books may be found in 
their right places, and easily available with- 
out loss of time. 

A fine piece of constructive education is 
being done by Miss Chase with the junior 
high school. A committee of children re- 
cently arrived at the library to inquire into 
its history, its manner of support by the 
town, the plans of the Trustees for its en- 
largement, and the reasons for so doing. 
They said that they must be prepared to 
present the subject convincingly to their 
Junior finance committee, so that it might be 
recommended favorably to the school town 
meeting. After showing them the plans and 
explaining the improvements proposed, the 
librarian asked ahbthes they thought they 
could convince this youthful finance com- 
mittee that the appropriation should be 
allowed. She was earnestly assured that not 
only the committee, but the entire junior 
high school was ‘‘sold”’ on the library.

Inclosed find check for the paper which I 
enjoy so much reading of the doings in and 
around Andover. We are having a very 
comfortable winter up this way so far; have 
about foot of snow and good sleighing, and it 
does seem good to hear the old fashioned 
sleigh-bells jingle as they use to in Andover 
about twenty-live years ago. 

Am getting out my fire wood for this year, 
and also doing some logging. Have about 
3000 feet ready for the mill now, which is 
only a short distance away. The spruce 
woods look beautiful with their winter robes 
of white and dark. Rabbit tracks are as 
thick on the snow as mosquitos in summer 
time. I have a rabbit stew about twice a 
month, which makes a change in the round 
of eatables.

Therefore 
children should play out-of-doors or in a 
room with open windows, 

Smoke acts similarly to window glass in 
cutting out the ultra-violet rays of sunlight.

The tragic end of William M. Wood 


comes as a great shock to his host of 
friends and associates. 
and perhaps the most highly esteemed 
citizen of our town, the news of his 
sudden death saddens the entire com- 
munity.

planned and constructed, he took more 


interest and pride than in all his other 


accomplishments. 


He was a typical self-made man who 


by dint of perseverance and the use of 
his extraordinary business genius rose 


from the lowest ranks to attain the 


highest position in the American Woolen 
Company, which he has been chiefly 


instrumental in making the great in- 
dustrial corporation it is today. This 
will always stand as the greatest monu- 
ment to Mr. Wood’s industrial ingenu- 
ity. The employees of his mills have 
staged complimentary demonstrations 
and paid high tribute to him on several 
occasions, notably on the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the founding of the 
company, when a_ bronze tablet bear- 
ing a bas relie® of the president was 
dedicated to him and placed in the ad- 
ministration office at Shawsheen. 

Despite his highly successful business 
career and the love and respect shown 
by friends and associates, life held much 
unhappiness for him. ‘Two events which 
plunged him into deep sorrow had a 
direct bearing on his later life. The 
death of his daughter about eight years 
ago grieved him so deeply that he never 
fully recovered from the shock. A few 
years later his eldest son, William M. 
Wood, Jr., met a tragic death in an 
automobile accident. This added great- 
ly to his father’s sorrow, as he was 
training this son to take his place as the 
head of the company. As a result, Mr. 
Wood became broken in health and 
spirit, and in 1924, at the advice of his 
physician, he resigned as president of 
the powerful corporation which he had 
developed. 

After many years of work, during 
which he took but little rest, he went on 
an extended vacation in an attempt to 
regain his former health. Physically 
sick and mentally tired, he brooded over 
his inactivity and unhappiness — a 
burden too great for him to bear. Our 
heartfelt sympathy goes out to his 
family in their great loss, for we feel 


respected citizen, William M. Wood's 
many accomplishments and kind decds 
will live long in the memory of those who 
knew him. 


Coasting in Andover 


A good many weeks ago The Towns- 
man pointed out the necessity of pro- 
viding some safe coasting place for the 
children in. Andover. This was done 
early in the season in hopes that ar- 
rangements might be completed before 
the time for ideal coasting should arrive. 
Since then a number of local citizens 
have requested the same thing of the 
selectmen, but nothing has been done 
and although we now have plenty of 
snow for sliding, many parents hesitate 
to allow their children to go out because 
danger lurks at every crossroad. 

It has already been pointed out that 
certain streets could easily and at al- 
most no expense be set off exclusively 
for coasting. Many other towns do 
this, and it is difficult to see why we 
should deny our own children the 
privilege of enjoying themselves in 
safety. 

Let us suppose that Bartlet street, 
from Chapel to Punchard avenue, was 
restricted in this way after school each 
day. Being a parallel street, it would 
cause almost no inconvenience to team- 
sters and automobile drivers, yet it would 
offer a wonderful playground where our 
children could enjoy themselves to their 
hearts’ content. By having an officer 
on duty at Morton street, vehicles which 
must cross the street or which belong to 
people living within the coasting area 
could be taken care of. Signs could 
be posted at the ends of the area warn- 
ing drivers that the street is closed to 
traffic, and if necessary, wooden horses 
with lanterns could easily be placed 
there. In the event that the town wants 
to avoid any responsibility in case an ac- 
cident should happen, it can put up 
notices to the effect that coasters use the 
hill at their own risk, but at the same 
time the road can be made practically 
free from danger. 

For children, sliding is the most 
popular of winter sports and until re- 
cently was extensively indulged in. 
The advent of the automobile has 
tended to keep the children off the old 
favorite hills. Yet they should have 
some privileges and they ought to be 
given a chance to get out in the brisk 
air after several fours at school in order 
tO luke part in this invigorating sport. 
Matters have reached a crisis and the 
situation calls for immediate action by 

those responsible.

On April 14, 1911, an association of 


public spirited men and women received 
from the State a charter, thus forming a 
corporate body to be henceforth known as 
The Andover Historical Society. The aim 
of the society was outlined in the following 
preamble: ‘For the purpose of cultivating 
and encouraging an interest in antiquarium 
and historical research: to collect and 
treasure significant historical matter and 
antiquarium relics, and to found and main- 
tain a museum where such collections shall 
be preserved and exhibited, thus making a 
valuable, interesting and educational feature 
in the life of Andover.” 

Five of the original signers for this asso- 
ciation have passed to the great beyond, but 
the memory of their devotion to the work of 
E society is an incentive to still greater 


The Andover Historical Society 


endeavors on the part of what is now one of 
the largest and most enthusiastic organiza- 
tions in our ancient and historic town. 

The society has ssed through the 
vicissitudes engendered by the World War 
and the social and economic problems 
which followed, and during the past two 
years has more than doubled its membership, 
which at this time is approximately four 
hundred. Several noteworthy exhibits have 
teresting and well attended lectures have 
been given at frequent intervals and the 
Washington ball held on February 22, 1925, 
has become an annual event, enjoyed, and 
looked forward to with ever increasing an- 
ticipation. All of these affairs have been held 
under the auspices of the society, thus in a 
measure, and in a measure only, carrying out 
the original conception of the founders. It 
is of the utmost importance that the society 
should own and adequately maintain a 
permanent home, not only for the use of the 
society at large, but that the citizens of the 
town, including its school children, should 
be able to benefit to a greater extent in the 
abundance of material collected in accord- 
ance with the principles laid down in our 
constitution. The Directors have in mind, 
in fact have an option upon what they deem 
a most desirable piece of property, centrally 
‘ocated, with abundant opportunities for 
use as a museum and meeting place for the 
members, of colonial design and workman- 
ship, and embodying many attributes of 
historic value. In order to secure this home 
for the society, financial aid is at once 
necessary, not only for its purchase but for 
its future maintenance. The society has at 
present but a small surplus that can be used 
for this purpose, and asks not only the hearty 
cooperation of its individual members, but 
the help and interest of all who have in mind 
the carrying out of a project that should at 
once appeal to the hearts and memories of 
those who are in any way attracted by the 
former life and present history of Andover 
“Everywhere and always, first, last — the 
manly, straightforward, sober, patriotic New 
England Town,” thus spoke Phillips Brooks, 
and there must be many throughout our 
country, and even in foreign lands, who will 
gladly pay tribute to the influence of Andover 
in helping to establish lives of usefulness, 
stability and of character. Much has been 
written, but far too little done, to prepetuate 
a lasting memorial of deeds labouriously and 
conscientiously accomplished, and of words 
spoken and written by men and women of 
Andover, the power and authority of which 
are world wide. 

There are various ways in which financial 
support may be given to the society. The 
yearly dues are $1.00. Life membership 
$25.00. There has been established a 
memorial fund which has met with favorable 
consideration by several people, the min- 
imum amount to be given being 50 dollars. 
Each sum of money received is placed as a 
separate account at the Savings Bank in the 
name of the donor, the interest only to be 
used for the ordinary expenses of the so- 
ciety. The account will bear the name of the 
person in whose memory it is given, and will 
be a lasting memorial to the relative or 
friend so named. 

The society is in need of endowments, and 
of gifts of money that can be used at the 
discretion of the Directors for the immediate 
purchase of a permanent home, and such 
other expenses as may from time to time 
arise, and it is to be hoped that a ready 
response may be forthcoming to the appeal 
for funds to worthily carry on the work so 
well begun. 

Andover has indeed a_ historic back- 
ground of which she may well be proud. 
Will you not help in perpetuating its history 
in tangible form, through financial aid 
and individual support.

State Forests in Massachusetts 

‘Twelve years ago the Massachusetts 
Forestry Association presented to the Gen- 
eral Court the first bill for State Forests. 
‘The appropriation granted was $90,000 to be 
spent in the purchase of land for five years. 
The State Forest Commission acquired with 
that money and by gifts 13,397 acres. Since 
1920 these forests have been enlarged to 
19,762 acres, much of which has been planted 
and the total cost for land, planting, fire lines, 
roads, other improvements and main- 
tenance is $284,000 and the income during 
this time has been $25,000 in round numbers. 
The bulk of these lands were idle desolate 
areas which are now growing a crop of timber, 


The Mount Grace State Forest of 1,066 
acres was acquired under special legislation. 
The total cost of land, planting, other im- 
provements and maintenance has been 
$56,000 and the receipts have been $1,520. 

Through the use of the Initiative for the 
first time in the history of the Common- 
wealth, in 1920 the Association petitioned 
the General Court to buy and _ reforest 
250,000 acres in ten years. Over 31,000 
signatures of registered voters from all but 
11 of the 355 cities and towns in the common- 
wealth were attached to the petition. On 
condition that the Referendum would not be 
exercised, the General Court authorized an 
appropriation of $3,000,000 to purchase and 
develop 100,000 acres in fifteen years. 
Under that act 82,397 acres have been 
acquired and options have been taken on 
sufficient areas to complete the 100,000 
acres. The cost of the land has averaged 
$4.61 per acres. 

The Association naturally felt a respon- 
sibility to the public in connection with this 
work and while it had followed closely the 
at and development of the State 
Forests by the Department of Conservation, 
and was satisfied that the Commonwealth 
had received fair value for its money, it 
believed that public confidence would be 
sustained and strengthened if a competent 
and unbiased authority were to make an 
appraisal of the lands acquired. Conse- 
quently, with the concurrence of the Depart- 
ment of Conservation, the United States 
Forest Service was requested by the Asso- 
ciation to examine and appraise these lands. 
The men assigned to this work had appraised 
hundreds of thousands of acres for the 
government in the purchase of lands for 
national forests under the Weeks Law. 
Their report was based entirely on the value 
of the lands for timber production. It states 
that, “No attempt was made in our ap- 
praisal to take into account the real estate 
value of these lands, their speculative or 
scenic value.” Only 76,898 of the 82,397 
acres were examined because some of the 
small areas were so widely separated that the 
cost in time and money to visit them did not 
seem Justified. However, over 93 per cent of 
the land was examined and the following is a 
comparison of the values found with the 
actual cost to the Commonwealth. 

Basis 76,898 acres. 

U. S. Forest SERVICE APPRAISAL 
Land value and Improvements $660,000 
Average per acre 8.58

When we consider that most of the land 
bought by the Federal government for 
National Forests in New Hampshire and the 
Southern States is rough mountain land, 
much of it far removed from markets and 
that these appraisers adopted “as our yard 
stick or criterion the prices paid for lands 
by the Federal government in its purchases 
for National Forests,’ we must conclude 
that our state forests, most of which are not 
far from lumber markets, have been obtained 
at reasonable prices. Furthermore some of 
these lands like the Mohawk Trail and the 
Bash Bish State Forests have a scenic value 
far above their timber producing value, and 
cost proportionally more. 

In view of these facts the Association 
believes that the State Forest movement has 
fully justified itself. The State should ac- 
quire 150,000 acres more as State Forests 
because there is fully that much land now 
lying idle in small towns which will not be 
reclaimed by other agencies. And since less 
than one-third of the money authorized by 
the Act of 1920 has been used, in the purchase 
and partial development of over 82,000 acres, 
we estimate that 150,000 acres more may be 
acquired without further authorization of 
appropriations. In order to round out the 
present purchase areas and make the present 
forests economic administrative units, it will 
be necessary to acquire intervening and 
adjoining lands. 


The Association has therefore presented to 
the General Court a bill to amend the State 
Forest Act of 1920, by striking out the 
words, ‘one hundred thousand acres,” and 
substituting in place thereof the words “two 
hundred and fifty thousand acres.” 

The following are some of the reasons why 
Massachusetts needs more state forests: 


1. Idle land fit only for timber growing is 
an economic outlaw. Like a sneak thief it 
appears in the community while the people 
are asleep to the economic consequences 
which accompany it. It takes from the 
public till tax money collected from other 
forms of property and gives nothing in re- 
turn, It demands money for protection 
against fire, insects and fungi, not because of 
its own value but because it harbors menaces 
to other property. It is a highwayman of the 
first order because its existence forces the 
public to spend millions of dollars to build 
roads over and around it toward which 
expense it contributes nothing. One-fifth of 
the land in Massachusetts is in the outlaw 
class. 

2. Most of this land is located in towns 
that have been going steadily backward and 
no agency other than the State can reclaim 
it. Forty per cent of our towns have fewer 
people than they had fifty years ago. 

3. Over 80 per cent of our lumber is 
imported and hundreds of millions of feet 
are brought from the Pacific Coast annually, 
‘The freight alone on this lumber costs more 
per thousand feet than it would cost to grow 
good timber here at home on our now idle 
land. How long would a manufacturing 
corporation exist that allowed one third of 
its plant to stand idle, while it bought its 
yroduct at twice the cost of manufacture in 
its own plant? One-third of our forest land, 
about 1,000,000 acres, is idle and yet we 
continue to pay other people millions of 
j dollars for our lumber,

alone has added about 25 per cent to the cost 
of building dwellings, in the past twelve 


years, and unlike the cost of other materials, 
there is no hope of relief until we grow more 
timber at home for our local needs. 

5. The abandoned farm and the abandoned 
mill site, all too common in Massachusetts, 
are found in the same localities. State 
forests will in time furnish employment to 
thousands of men, especially to farmers, and 
they will produce the raw materials to re- 
establish small wood-using industries in the 
outlying towns. 

6. State Forests encourage towns and 
individuals to practice forestry. Since the 
State Forest Act was passed in 1920 over 
sixty municipalities have established forests 
averaging about 100 acres. They have ap- 
propriated about $1000 each, on the average, 
and together they have planted 1,000,000 
trees. Hundreds of acres are planted each 
year by individuals. THE PEOPLE WANT 
MORE FORESTS. 

7. But how about the taxes? This pro- 
gram calls for less than a half of one per cent 
of the State Budget, and the industries in the 
State dependent on wood pay well over two 
per cent of the taxes, employ over 50,000 
people and represent an investment of over 
$50,000,000. Surely we should do some- 
thing to sustain and perpetuate these in- 
dustries. England’s tax burden makes ours 
appear asa trifle, yet she is spending millions 
of pounds for reforestation. 

8. The State Forest is not an expenditure, 
it isan investment. It isan investment with 
every precedent a success. European na- 
tions, our Federal government, most of the 
States, and many municipalities are acquir- 
ing land for timber production. We must 
have timber whether or not the production 
of it shows a profit, and since the individual 
is not producing timber on sufficient scale to 
meet our needs, the public must do so. 

9. The purchases already made have 
justified the public confidence in this work. 
We are not launching on an indefinite pro- 
gram because the land that can be economic- 
ally purchased for State Forests is definitely 
limited. With a purchasing organization of 
experienced men in the Department of 
Conservation it would be poor economy to 
stop the work now, only to have to rebuild 
the organization to complete the task some- 
time in the future. Why not finish the job 
while we are at it? 

10. The foregoing are only a few reasons 
why Massachusetts should extend its State 
Forests. We have not mentioned recreation, 
water protection for domestic use and for 
power, bird and game refuges, enhancement 
of local real estate values, preservation of 
beautiful areas or educational facilities. 
Viewed from any angle the forest bears a 
close relation to human existence and hap- 
piness. 

Let us have more State Forests.

Then there is the good luck whieh 
is supposed to follow ufter a black 
cat has crossed one’s path upon the 
stage. But this superstition ye 
old, and is not confined to the theater 
It back to the time of ancient 
Egypt, | believe, when the cat was 
worshiped. In America, curiously, it 
is a white cat which brings good tuck 
on the stage. 

No actor of the old school would 
dream of speaking the “tag’—the last 
few words of a _play—during re 
heursals. What the origin of this 
superstition is I cannot conceive. But 
I do know that when we were re 
hearsing “Our Betters” we spoke the 
“tay” on every occasion, And “Our Bet- 
ters” ran for 48 performances,—

The noun, protocol, comes to the 
English from the French “protocole,” 
derived from late Latin “protocolium,” 
which in turn was derived from the 
Greek (written in Lutin letters), “pro- 
tokollon,” and its original meaning 
was a leaf glued on the front of a 
manuscript. Our word protocol has 
various meanings. (1) The prelimina- 
ry sketch or draft of a treaty, or other 
official document; (2) A diplomatic 
document, minute or agreement, con- 
taining the official record or embody- 
ing the result of a negotiation, a mem- 
orandum of agreement less formal and 
solemn than a treaty, also a supple 
mentary clause or a declaration ex- 
plaining a treaty, or extending its 
scope or duration; (3) A record or 
registry, and In law based on the Ro- 
man system, a record made and kept 
by a notary public, The word used 
as a verb means to make a protocol.

New Source Foreseen 
for News-Print Supply 


Madison, Wis.—A source that will 
give a plentiful supply of news-print 
paper at lower cost has been found 
by the forest products laboratory of 
the University of Wisconsin, 

Successful experiments conducted 
by the lahoratory have resulted in the 
production of paper from eucalyptus 
wood grown in Sao Paulo, Brazil. A 
small roll run through the pr@s of a 
newspaper here showed favorable 
printing qualities and ample strength 
for use In high-speed presses, expert- 
menters sald, 

Dr. Edmundo Navarro de Andrae- 
do, who observed the experiment, said 
he believed that the new product 
would bring paper manufacture into 
prominence in Brazil. The paper can 
be produced at about half the cost of 
the present imported news print, the 
laboratory estimated. 

The eucalyptus can be grown in Cal- 
ifornia, New Mexico, Arizona and 
Florida, where the climate ts such 
that the tree would probably reach 
pulp wood size in less than ten years, 
giving what research workers believe 
will be a perpetual supply of paper to 
fill the shortage caused by depletion 
of spruce. 


FAT ON RUBBER 


Steeping Climate of Malay 
State Swathes Hills in 
Densest Forests. 


Washington.—Atmerican automobile 
owners unknowingly helped to pay the 
award of nearly $2,000,000, which the 
Malay state of Kelantan recently 
gave on court order to an Knglishman. 
Kelantan is waxing financiully fat on 
rubber so the treasury probably 
found no difficulty in) compensating 
the winner of the case, which, among 
other things, revealed how English 
commerce penetrated Kelantun back 
In the eighties and how the state was 
Incorporated Into the British empire 
In we 

Keluntun’s present prospects and the 
Improvements effected in Its govern 
ment are related In a bulletin of the 
National Geogruphie soclety from tts 
headquarters in Washington, D, C. 

Has Mountains Florida Lacks. 

“Think of the Malay peninsula as 
an elongated Florida tacked on south- 
east Asia. Singapore shall be Key 
West; then the southern boundary of 
Keluntin {s approximately in the post- 
tion of Orlando and the northern 
houndery is 150 miles above, that ts, 
at Jacksonville, Pla, Kelantan ts 60 
tiles deep, Which ts a trifle more than 
half the width of Florida. Since 
Keluntun lies five degrees from the 
equator, It would be quite willing to 
tride mountains for a bit of Florida's 
Jatitude. 

“Miami had a 14-inch fall of rain re- 
cently which seems to put {t In the 
running with Kelantan where over 100 
Inches fall annually in the plains dis- 
tricts. When the figures are all in 
Florida’s average will be shown only 
one-third as great. Kelantan's steep 
ing climate swathes {ts hills In the 
densest of tropical forests. The jun- 
gle is matted above ground and matted 
below. An American surveyor boring 
for a bridge pler cut through 100 feet 
of crushed and rotting leaves and 
branches to find the bottom obstructed 
by a rotting trunk of a forest monarch 
that may have fallen more than a cen- 
tury before, 

“Green Is a tyrant In Kelantan. A 
native will cut out a garden plot in the 
jungle. By dint‘of industry he can 
keep the Jungle back for two years’ 
crops of taploca root. Two years’ 
abandonment results In a growth 10 
feet high, impenetrable without an ax. 
Acres of Virginia farms abandoned 
during the Civil war support 30-foot 
pine trees, but one can still identify 
the old corn rows. Ten years after 
the Kelantan garden patch ts sur- 
rendered, only the practiced eye can 
distinguish the spot from natural 
jungle. 

“But not all of Kelantan its jungle. 
The plain in the northeast, one of the 
largest level regions in the whole 
peninsula, affords views where there 
ure no trees to be seen for miles; only 
rice beds glistening like windows of 
an enormous hothouse and grass pas- 
tures for cattle. Even the disordered 
jungle is giving way to the ordered 
rows of rubber trees. Rubber is now 
the most valuable export of Kelantan. 
Two other tree products, coconuts and 
betel nuts, figure heavily in Its trade. 
Betel nuts are a chewing gum substi- 
tute of the Orient. 

“Kelantan offers a handy example of 
the East Indies before and after Eu- 
ropean intervention, Kelantan has 
been made safer for the ordinary na- 
tive citizen and his family and a 
greater share of the profits of the 
citizen's toil come to him, 

“The native conception of municipal 
government can be understood best by 
imagining a purallel Political system 
set up in an American corn-belt town 
In the first place the mayor would re- 
gard the community solely as a source 
of wealth for himself although he 
would not live there but instead in 
Chicago. Neither would he take the 
responsibility for governing the town 
or collecting the taxes for himself 
since he could farm out that work to 
an exacting foreigner, In Kelantan 
the forelgner would be a Chinese. 

“Anyone in the community who com- 
mitted a erlme would be haled before 
4 court In another city. Since the 
chief ends of justice, Kelantan style, 
fre to support the judges, half the 
damayes and costs, together with what 
terrovisin, bribery and blackmall could 
exnet, would go to these dignitaries. 
Once In jail the citizen's chance of get- 
ting out would be small Indeed. 

Friends Must Feed Prisoners, 

“It would be necessary to abandon 
the clean, well-kept Jall of our hypo- 
thetleal Mid-West town to approach 
the old Kelantan standard, In a 
Vacant lot there would be erected a 
high, solid-planked palisade. Inside 
there would be u double row of stout 
Wooden cages about 80 inches from 
the wall and 6 Inches off the ground. 
If the jail is crowded two persons 
can be put in one cage. Slats of the 
cell allow little light and air and 
there are no Sunitary facilities. White 
men who have entered such com- 
Pounds In Malay states tell that the 
Btench is overpowering. The jail 
warden would he permitted by law 
to feed his prisoners with a half 
bushel of corn taken from every 
wagon entering town. None of the 
prisoners would ever get the corn, 
Unless relatives and friends fed them, 
& fee being charged for this by the 
Warden, the prisoners would starve, 
Indeed, in Kelantan many did starve 
to death.

The yehe, which probably is a va- 
riety of the hyena dog, is a huge, high- 
shouldered, implacable creature which 
hunts In packs. Mr, White has a per 
sonal as well as a scientific interest 
in the yehe, as on his recent trip a 
pack of the animals treed him and all 
his bearers and it was not until Mr.

Germs Fatal to Man, Beast 
and Plant Found in Lon- 
don Institute. 


London.—More deadly than adders, 
swifter than the tiger, more stealthy 
than the leopard and in sufficient num- 
bers to lay low all Britain, more than 
2.000 “terrors” to man and beast are 
housed In a Chelsea gardens struc- 


|ture, and thousands pass the building 


daily unmindful of the lurking death 
Within. Inside the house bactertolo- 
gists, and leading surgeons, physi- 
clans and scientists of the empire 
handle the death-dealing “monsters” 
with a nonchalance that would shock 
the layman. 

It Is Menagerte of Microbes, the 
National Collection of Type Cultures 
maintained at the Lister Institute of 
Preventive Medicine, and the “mon- 
sters” are listed, labeled and cared 
for with even greater solicitude than 
that shown for ferocious animals in 
the London zoo. In the new catalogue 
Just issued by the Medical Research 
council upward of 2,000 living strains 
of bacteria and protozoa are listed as 
Inmates of this sctentific mepugerte. 
The catalogue not only lists the “ant- 
mals” alphabetically, but Includes 
their scientific names with a complete 
description of their source and hib- 
its. It also gives a lst of the sub- 
lects with reference to their reluted 
organisms. 


Special Temperatures. 


Just as the wild animals in the zoo 
require certain temperatures in which 
to thrive, so do the “exhibits” in the 
microbe menagerie. Some of the va- 
rleties Insist upon polar atmosphere, 
others demand the heat of the torrid 
zone and others will live only In the 
balmy winds of the temperate zone 
The vagaries and demands of these 
frequently invisible terrors are met 
with and precise care taken to sve 
that nothing will interfere with pleas- 
ure and comfort. 

From all parts of the world sclen- 
tists and bacteriologists have sent to 
the Lister Institute the minute “ant 
mals” so that the private collection of 
the institute, long famous, has been 
SO greatly augmented that it Is sald 
to surpass any in the world. For yeurs 
the Pasteur institute maintained na 
collection in Paris, another tn Prague 
and yet another in the Museum of 
Natural History, New York. Each of 
these, however, were limited in scope. 
and five years ago the Medical Re. 
search council enlisted the co-opera- 
tion of the Lister Institute to expand 
the Chelsea gardens collection to its 
present size. To it also was added the 
type culture of fungl gathered by the 
British Mycological soclety. 

As a result of the move in 1920. It 
now Is possible for any surgeon or 
physician, any bacteriologist, patholo- 
gist or researcher in protozoology, or 
the scientific adviser of any industry 
to find in the Chelsea Gardens menag- 
erle living cultures of the majority of 
the known strains of microbes. Here. 
too, he can obtain authentic knowledge 
of the animals with which to compare 


the organisms In which he ts tn- 
terested. 
Last year more than 4,000 cultures 


were (distributed to interested work- 
ers. While many of these went to tin- 
dustries, the bulk of them were used 
to save human and animal lives. The 
collection is not limited to maleficent 
oreonivms, despite the fact that the 
bulk of cultures are of those that 
eouse disease in man animals and 
plants, For Instance there are ex- 
amnles of microblal pests of tobacco 
Which, taken from the finer strains of 
tobacco, when propagated and isolated 
may be used to improve inferior va- 
rieties. Then there is a mold from 
Camembert and Roquefort cheese 
Which, when grafted on the plain Eng- 
lish cheese, Impurts to It the flavor of 
the foreign varieties 


Few Are Visible. 


The naked eye is able to discern 
few of the “animals” In this eompaet 
menagerie, There are some that ean 


be seen and these are relegated to a 
prominent “cnge’ in the Institute 
room, 


But it Is the invisible “terrors” that 


interest the scientists and bhacterlolo- 
gists. There sre more than thirty 
strains, or species. of the genus As- 
pergillus’ in the living state. They 


were taken from the Soy products and 
used In making pickles in China. from 
the dust in the London subways, from 
the mealy bug of the sugar cane and 
from the wild animals in the London 
7.00. 

Of the tubercle bacillus alone there 
ure more than twenty specimens or 
strains. Some come from human cases 
of lupus, or from generalized tubercu 
losis. Others come from bovine types, 
avian types from birds, and one from 
a kangaroo at the zoo, Then there 
are the cold-blooded types from the 
alligator, tortoise, frogs and fishes, 

One of the curiosities Is a culture 
of the bacillus botulinus from a food 
poisoning case in Lough Maree, Scot- 
land, in 1922. This is regarded as In- 
valuable in case of another victim of 
the disease turning up. This ts the 
disease that baflled the United States 
medical fraternity some time ago 
when so many were polsoned by eat- 
ing spoiled ripe olives, 

Another of the “feature exhibits” 
are the trypanosomes of sleeping sick- 


ness. Another shows the types of the 
n’gana disease of cattle in tropical 
Africa.

The teachers themselves declare they are 
and have petitioned for an increase. To 
provide for this increase an additional appro- 
priation will be asked of the tax-payers at 
our coming town meeting. But before the 
voter can act intelligently in this matter he 
must know (a) what wages the teacher now 
receives and (b) what wage standard shall be 
adopted. 

First, then, what is their present wage? 
Does anyone outside the school officials and 
the teachers themselves know? How can 
they know? The school report up to the 
year 1917, was careful to record such inform- 
ation as also many other illuminating facts, 
but since that date all such itemized knowl- 
edge is omitted. I would as soon interrogate 
the sphinx that stares out over the Arabian 
desert as to interrogate either the school 
report or the town report for information in 
this matter. Why, I ask, had we such de- 
tailed records of school expenses prior to 
1917, but have no such detailed record since 
that date? Is this omission due to the higher 
cost of printing, or is such information no 
longer a public concern? It may be a mere 
coincidence that the withholding of itemized 
sources of school expenses from the public 
synchronizes so exactly with the date when 
such expenses leap forward with a bound. 
In 1917 we builded our High school. ‘This 
necessitated doubling our expense for janitor 
service, fuel, etc. Closely following this 
came an increase of salaries to all our teachers 
and from that day to this, for eight successive 
years, we have witnessed an accumulative 
increase of outlay for school purposes. In 
the light of these facts it may seem a wiser 
policy, on the part of our school authorities, 
to give as little prominence as possible to 
school expenses, otherwise it might provoke 
unpleasant inquiries, possibly discussion and 
probably bring about a shrinkage in appro- 
priation. Hence, the plan adopted has been 
to give the public a lump sum only of school 
expenses. Surely these lump sums are im- 
sae enough, showing as they do a jump 
rom $53,710 in 1917 to over $131,000 in 
1925 and still increasing. What proportion 
of this extra money finds its way into the 
weekly envelope of the individual teacher is, 
for some reason, undisclosed but, until the 
voter is put in possession of this fact, how 
can he intelligently vote on the question of 
an increase? 

Still further to incapacitate the voter the 
item in the town warrant calling for “school” 
money is thrown in with thirty-six other 
items in the same Article. Most of these 
thirty-six items call for small sums and are 
hurriedly disposed of. This hurry is in full 
swing by the time the ‘school’ item is 
reached and such is the rush of its current 
that this “school” item is caught in its 
whirlpool and forced along without question 
or debate. For the last ten years no one has 
dared to stay its onward rush. Caesar of 
Rubicon fame might have the bold courage 
to question school matters under such cir- 
cumstances, but no Andover voter thus far 
has dared to hazard his fortune. He has 
found the safer course, when this matter of 
school appropriation is approaching, to hug 
one side of the road as when our fire engine is 
rushing to the scene af fire. Hence, even if 
the voters knew, as they do not know, what 
salary is now paid our teachers, they could 
not, under the circumstances, intelligently 
act upon their petition. 

Why then not leave this whole question 
with the teachers themselves? They number 
fifty-seven and in demand for more wages 
they are a unit. When nearly three-score of 
our most intelligent citizens unite in-some 
proposition affecting town interests, should 
they not be given the right of way, especially 
in this case, when they, above all others, 
ought to know best rightly to appraise their 
worth? In fact would it not be a safe town 
posicss and greatly tend to expedite town 
ousiness and promote genial feeling to allow 
all our town employees to decide the ques- 
tion? Would it not promote efficiency and 
eliminate friction to allow our firemen and 

lice and teachers, all of whom are petition- 
ing for more wages, to decide these matters 
themselves? Are not town workmen better 
judges than town employers? If so in Ando- 
ver, why not so in all our American industries, 
and for that matter, in European industries? 
How quickly such a policy would settle the 
coal strike and hurry anthracite to our coal 
bins. Then why not? But the fact is that 
there is some lingering doubt in the minds of 
those of us who as tax-payers pay the bills 
whether this constantly recurring demand 
for higher wages would ever reach a point of 
fatigue beyond which it would refuse to 
budge. We have watched its ongoing for the 
last eight years but thus far have discovered 
no diminution of vitality; on the contrary it 
seems to have found some elixir of perpetual 
youth. Hence, on this account, if on no 
other, we are led to look outside the teachers 
themselves for our standard of measurement. 
But where outside shall we look? The an- 
swer is: Follow the lead of other towns. 
Here is found the standards adopted by all 
our petitioners. They scan various town 
reports and wherever they find larger 
wages paid for their kind of work this is 
eagerly seized upon as a conclusive, indis- 
yutable reason for a raise in their own pay. 
But are the men and women in towns outside 
of Andover more richly endowed with men- 
tal and spiritual judgment than are our own 
fellow-citizens; have they access to sources of 
wisdom denied to us, or has the Almighty 
endowed them with such acquisitive powers 
as enables them to so exhaust the perennial 
sources of wisdom as to leave no remainder 
for our consumption? Is Andover no longer 
capable of forming an independent and wise 
judgment of her own? Or must she ever- 
lastingly hew her policy to the chalkline of 
some other town? ‘‘No, by St. Bride of 
Bothwell, no!’ We must find our standard 
within our own borders. And have we not 
such a standard within our own School 
Committee? To them are given power and 
authority second to no other governing 
board of our town: once elected, by virtue of 
their office, they possess complete jurisdiction 
over all school concerns: they can grant to 
our teachers the compensation they please 
and increase these as often as they please. 
The town may refuse to appropriate all the 
money they ask but in such a case they can 
hire the money elsewhere and charge the 
account back to the town; they can build a 
schoolhouse where and when they so decide 
and equip it as befits their judgment. No 
such range of authority is given to any other 
town officer. Hence our teachers have but 
to win the consent of the majority of the 
school committee to procure any salary they 
wish. 

Since, then, this Committee know, as the 
voter does not know, what salary our 
teachers now receive; since their reeomemd- 
ations are always rushed through town 
meeting without question or debate; since 
their election presupposes in them a peculiar 
fitness to decide such matters, and since, 
finally, they, at present, possess supreme 
authority over all school appropriations, no 
alternative is left the tax-payer save to 
leave the tiller in their hands and allow them 
to steer to any point of the compass their 
combined wisdom dictates. It is theirs to 
command, it is ours to obey. Under these 
limitations, no attitude more becomes the 
voter than the attitude of Sam the darky 
while facing the judge when acting as a 
witness. ‘Sam, do you solemnly swear to

New Responsibilities Brought as Result 
of the War. Stresses Need of Keeping 
~ Home and Community Clean

Gurney, the speaker at the monthly meeting 
of the Shawsheen Village Woman's club. 
Mrs. Gurney’s talk on ‘Opportunities 
Before the American Woman” wes extremely 
interesting and it is to be regretted that the 
storm kept the attendance down to a mini 
mum. Her remarks dealt with the oppor 
tunities now present in the political field, 
in the home and in the community, 

She spoke on the changes caused by the 
war, the full enfranchisn ent of women in 
this country and partial enfranchisment in 
others and the great youth moverrent. 
She declared all these to Fe the resu!t of the 
reflex action of the war on America which has 
swept away the standards of the pest and 
left the world bewildered. New standards 
are being raised but they are not yet set,

Turning to the political sphere which is 


first thing necessary in politics is an ability 
to think clearly and adjust ones actions so 
that they will be in line with the thoughts. 
The ability to judge between personalities 
and characteristics is another essential and 
in politics the former should not be con- 
sidered. 

The necessity of keeping community life 
clean and beautiful was particularly stressed 
by the speaker and if this was done it would 
extend by degrees to world life. If anything 
is wrong with the present youth movement it 
is due to the training or lack of training that 
is now being given in the home.

The vision of Mr. Wood in the Shawsheen 
development added over $8,000,000 taxable 
yroperty and doubled the town’s valuation 
in seven years. It brings annually to the 
town treasury more than a third of the tay. 
levy. His dream of Shawsheen Village as the 
center of the American Woolen Co., however 
was shattered with the announcement ast 
fall that the offices would be removed to 
Boston and this will be effected before the 
end of the month. 

Mr. Wood was vitally interested in young 
people and many in Andover are indebted 
to him for assistance in higher education, 
He gave employment to young men and 
women in the company’s office and plants 
and watched their progress. Promotion 
always followed the ambitious, and one 
local young man who began as a mill hand js 
now head of the biggest woolen mill in the 
world. 

Mr. Wood's estate at “Arden” was 
one of the show places of the town and 
the grounds have often been thrown open 
to the public. Here during the depression 
after the war, Mr. Wood entertained his 
co-workers as he delighted to call the 
employees of the American Woolen Co., by 
the tens of thousands. - 

Mr. Wood has always supported the 
Republican party and Caritributed generously 
to campaign funds, local, state and national 
He was an adherent of the Episcopal de- 
nomination and through his efforts the 
Shawsheen Community Service and Sunday 
School were established and maintained. 

Mr. Wood had homes in Andover, Boston, 
Pride’s Crossing and at Cuttyhunk, not far 
from the place where he was born, The 
clubs to which he belonged included the 
Union League, Metropolitan of New York, 
the Algonquin of Boston, the Brookline 
Country Club, and the Essex County Club 
at Manchester-by-the-Sea. 

Mr. Wood is survived by the widow, 
formerly Miss Ellen Ayer, a daughter of the 
late Frederick Ayer of Boston; a brother, 
Otis Wood of New Bedford, Mass., and two 
children, Miss Rosalind Wood of Boston and 
Cornelius Wood of Washington

of Mr. Wood, on arrival in Andover will rest 
at Arden until Sunday afternoon, when, 
after services at the house, it wil! be taken to 
the chapel in West Parish cemetery. Services 
will be conducted by Rev. Samuel B. Me- 
Comb, formerly rector of Emanuel church, 
and now proteees of homiletics and pastoral 
care at the Episcopal Theological seminary 
at Cambridge, assisted by Kev.

He revolutionized the industry and by a 
system of costs with resultant efficiency and 
greater production the American Woolen 
Company’s products donimated the market 
From the seventeen mills which formed the 
original company, the number increased to 
over fifty when Mr. Wood retired. The 
Wood Mill, the largest woolen mill in the 
world, and the Ayer Mill, both in Lawrence, 
were built in 1905 and 1909. The plants of 
the company stretched from Kentucky to 
Maine. 

Mr. Wood, in conjunction with his son, 
William M. Wood, Jr., inaugurated many 
policies for the betterment of the employees 
of the company. Death and sick benefits, 
welfare work, summer camps for children and 
other benefits brought the head of the com- 
pany and his workers close together. 

The after-the-war period brought depres- 
sion in the textile industry and also trials to 
Mr. Wood. His son “Billy,” groomed to 
follow in the footsteps of his father, was 
killed in August 1922 in an automobile ac- 
cident. Four years previous his daughter, 
Mrs. Irene Wood Sutcliffe, died during the 
influenza epidemic. These two afflictions 
impaired his health and on December 30, 
1924, he stepped out from the leadership of 
the great company he had created and re- 
tired to private life. : 

His greatly cherished project in later life and 
the one which concerns Andover most 
deeply was his creation of Shawsheen Village. 
Begun on a small scale in 1918, Mr. Wood 
visualized a community to take the place of 
the few houses of old Frye Village and the 
Model Village grew by leaps and bounds.
